House GOP targets 
current budget as 
Obama defends plan 

Washington 

On a collision course over spend- 
ing, House Republicans advanced 
a sweeping, $61 billion package 
of budget reductions on Tuesday 
despite a swift veto threat and a 
warning from President Obama 
against unwise cuts “that could 
endanger the recovery.” 

Congressional Democrats said 
the Republican cuts would reduce 
U.S. employment rather than add 
to it, and leapt to criticize when 
House Speaker John Boehner said 
“so be it” if jobs are lost among the 
ranks of federal employees. 

Spending legislation must be 
signed into law by March 4 to pre- 
vent a government shutdown that 
neither side says it wants. The GOP 
bill covers spending for the fiscal 
year that ends on Sept. 30. 

The current legislation would 
affect domestic programs ranging 
from education and science to agri- 
culture and parks, and it marks the 


first significant attack on federal 
deficits by the new GOP majority. 
Passage is expected by week’s end 
in the House, but a frosty recep- 
tion is expected in the Democrat- 


ic-controlled Senate. 

For all the maneuvering, the 
measure is merely a first round in 
what looms as a politically defining 
struggle that will soon expand to 


encompass Social Security, Medi- 
care and Medicaid. 

In a reflection of tea party pri- 
orities, earmarks are banned in 
the bill. And in a fulfillment of a 
promise Republicans made to the 
voters last fall, about $100 bil- 
lion would be cut from funds that 
Obama requested for the current 
fiscal year. 

While Republicans touted the 
bill as essential for deficit control. 
Democrats called it dangerous. 

“With severe and indiscrimi- 
nate spending cuts, it goes too far,” 
said California Rep. Nancy Pelosi, 
the Democratic leader. 

Obama released his 2012 budget 
plan on Monday, and Republicans 
are expected to counter with their 
own blueprint later this spring. 

Obama strongly defended his 
$3.7 billion blueprint for federal 
spending on Tuesday, rejecting crit- 
icism that he should have proposed 
a more specific plan to reduce the 
long-term budget deficit. On Capitol 
Hill, White House budget director 
Jacob Lew and Treasury Secretary 
Timothy Geithner faced heat from 
Republicans over the budget plan.

Doubts Arise in ’01 Anthrax Case 


Report: Evidence is 
‘not as definitive’ as 
FBI initially claimed 

Hagerstown, Md. 

Federal investigators overstat- 
ed the strength of the scientif- 
ic evidence against a late Army 
researcher blamed for the anthrax 
mailings that killed five people 
in 2001, a panel of scientists said 
Tuesday after an 18-month review. 
However, the panel didn’t contra- 
dict the FBI’s conclusion that the 
Fort Detrick, Md., researcher was 
behind the letters. 

The National Research Council 
committee held a briefing in Wash- 
ington on its report, which exam- 
ines the forensic techniques used 
by the FBI to determine that Bruce 
Ivins acted alone in making and 
sending the powdered spores.

The panel questioned govern- 
ment assertions that the mail- 
er must have had a high level of 
technical skill and that the par- 
ent material of the anthrax strain 
used in the attacks had to have 
come from a flask that Ivins alone 


maintained. 

“We find the scientific evidence 
to be consistent with their conclu- 
sions but not as definitive as stat- 
ed,” said Lehigh University Pres- 
ident Alice P. Cast, who chaired 
the panel. 

The FBI said in a statement 
that its conclusions were based on 
a traditional investigation as well 
as scientific findings. The agency 
said the science provided leads but 
alone rarely solves cases. 

The report reveals that the FBI 
pursued a possible al- Qaeda link 
to the mailings by trying to grow 
anthrax from an overseas site at 
which a terrorist group’s anthrax 
program was allegedly located. 
The samples had tested positive 
but wouldn’t grow spores. 

The committee said the meth- 
ods used in the inconclusive 
tests should be explored in more 
detail, (ap)

Italian PM’s pending 
trial could deal fatal 
blow to political life 


Milan 

Italy’s Silvio Berlusconi, who has 
dodged corruption trials and no- 
confidence votes with the skill of 
an Olympic athlete, faced a poten- 
tially fatal challenge to his power 
Tuesday when a judge ordered him 
to stand trial on prostitution and 
abuse-of-power charges. 

Berlusconi is going on trial April 
6 in Milan on charges that he paid 
for sex with a 17-year-old Moroccan 
girl and then tried to cover it up. 
Berlusconi has been in court for a 
number of business-related charges, 
but this is the first time the 74-year- 
old billionaire businessman is being 
tried for personal conduct. 

The premier has called the 
accusations “groundless” and dis- 
missed the case as a “farce,” accus- 
ing prosecutors of seeking to oust 
him from power. 

Judge Cristina Di Censo handed 
down the indictment with a terse 
statement that showed she believes

there is sufficient evidence to sub- 
ject Berlusconi to an immediate 
trial, as prosecutors had requested. 
The speeded-up procedure, which 
is ordered in cases of overwhelm- 
ing evidence, skips a preliminary 
hearing. The trial will be heard by 
a panel of three judges, all of them 
women, all picked at random. 

There was no comment from 
Berlusconi. He skipped a news con- 
ference in Sicily about immigration 
and did not talk to reporters upon 
arriving back home in Rome. 

“We didn’t expect anything 
different,” said Piero Longo, 
one of Berlusconi’s attorneys.

not the Achilles’ heel of our air- 
craft carriers or our Navy — it is 
one weapons system, one technol- 
ogy that is out there.” 

The DF 21D is unique in that it 
is believed capable of hitting a pow- 
erfully defended moving target — 
like the USS George Washington — 
with pinpoint precision. The missile 
would penetrate defenses because its 
speed from launch would not allow 
enough time for carriers or other 
large ships to complete countermea- 
sures. That could seriously weaken

“I find it ironic that you’ve got the Iranian regime pretending to celebrate what happened in 
Egypt, when in fact they have acted in direct contrast to what happened in Egypt by gunning 
down and beating people who were trying to express themselves peacefully in Iran.” 


Warily watching protests ripple 
across the Middle East, President 
Obama said Tuesday that govern- 
ments in the vital, volatile region 
are figuring out that they “can’t 
maintain power through coercion.” 
He slammed Iran as an exception, 
accusing the U.S. foe of beating and 
shooting protesters. 

The public uprisings that top- 
pled the leaders of Egypt and Tuni- 
sia have ignited protests and vio- 
lent clashes in Bahrain, Yemen and 
Iran. With strategic U.S. interests 
in each of those countries, Obama 
conceded he is concerned about the 
region’s stability. And he prodded 
governments to get out ahead of 
the change. 

In his most expansive comments 
yet about the unrest spilling across 
the Middle East and north Africa, 
Obama signaled that he would stick 
with his Egyptian model: Prod gov- 
ernments to allow peaceful pro- 
tests and to respond to grievanc- 
es, but stay silent about who should 
run the countries or what change 
should look like. 

The Egyptian experience has 
cemented Obama’s doctrine of 
dealing with countries grappling 
with upheaval: direction that falls 
short of dictates. He said the les- 
son for all the nations is that they 
will see lasting change, and gain 
both international and internal 
support for it, only when it comes 


through “moral force.” 

“These are sovereign countries 
that are going to have to make their 
own decisions,” Obama said. “What 
we can do is lend moral support to 
those who are seeking a better life 
for themselves.” 

Whether moral support is 
enough is often the issue as the Unit- 
ed States tries to help shape events 
in the Middle East that are out of 
its control. The unrest in the region, 
and its potential impact on leader- 
ship of friendly and rival nations, 
can in turn affect U.S. economic, 
military and security interests. 

Obama singled out Iran, where 
hardline lawmakers are calling for 
the country’s opposition leaders to 
face trial and be put to death. Tens of 
thousands of people turned out for an 
opposition rally Monday in solidari- 
ty with Egypt’s revolt, the first such 
demonstration since a violent crack- 
down on protesters in 2009. 

What began with an uprising in 
Tunisia emboldened massive pro- 
tests in Egypt, mobilized in part 
by the social media networks Face- 
book and Twitter. In less than three 
weeks, Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak stepped down under enor- 
mous pressure, and the makings of 
a democracy are under way. 

Now the White House is trying 
to get ahead of events across the 
Arab world even as Obama encour- 
ages other leaders to do the same. 
Obama said his message to friends 
and foes in the region is this: “The 
world is changing.” 

“You have a young, vibrant gen- 
eration within the Middle East that 
is looking for greater opportunity,” 
he said. “And if you are governing 
these countries, you’ve got to get out 
ahead of change.” ben feller (ap)

Metro station — aggravated by structural 
repairs and escalator work — wi 11 likely 
continue for much of the year, according 
to Metro work schedules. 

Riders have reported platforms so 
overcrowded during peak periods that 
customers often face delays of five min- 
utes or more in moving through the fare 
gates. 

A large construction project is under 
way to repair and shore up concrete struc- 
tures at the station, including building a

new support column. 

The project has required a large area of 
the platform near the L Street exits to be 
blocked off for more than a year. 

On Monday, Metro spokesman Steven 
Taubenkibel said the work would last into 
the summer. A year ago, Metro officials 
estimated the repairs would take about 
two weeks. 

A Metro maintenance crew found cracks 
in the station ceiling and moisture seep- 
ing through during a routine inspection 
in November 2009. 

“A lot of work is taking place in the 
enclosed area” when the station is closed 
at night, Taubenkibel said, so customers do 
not see it. “It’s completely safe,” he added.

SE May Get Whole Foods 


Developer says deal 
would require $8M 
inD.C. tax breaks 

Washington 

Whole Foods Market and a D.C. 
real estate firm are interested in 
building a new store in Southeast 
Washington near Nationals Park, 
but the developer says that luring 
the grocer would require $8 mil- 
lion in tax breaks. 

William C. Smith and Co. is pro- 
posing a 39,000-square-foot Whole 
Foods for 800 New Jersey Ave. SE 
as part of a building that would 
include 375 apartments. 

The arrival of the popular gro- 
cer on the site, which is currently a 
parking lot, would possibly inject 
new life into a neighborhood where 
dozens of development plans have

stalled after the recent economic 
collapse. The developer, however, 
is asking that the city provide an 
$8 million property-tax abatement 
over 10 years in order to make the 
project financially viable, a diffi- 
cult request because the city filled 
a $188 million budget gap for this 


fiscal year and might face a short- 
fall of more than $440 million 
next year. 

Chris Smith, chief executive of 
William C. Smith, said opening a 
Whole Foods in Southeast would 
likely draw other restaurants and 
shops, much as the Logan Circle 
neighborhood enjoyed after the 
chain opened a store at 1440 P St. 
NW in 2001. 

The site is on the northern edge 
of the ballpark redevelopment area, 
next to the Southeast Freeway, and 
is expected to lure shoppers from 
nearby Capitol Hill. 

“We’re hopeful that Whole 
Foods, similar to what it meant to 
P Street in Northwest, will do the 
same thing down here, creating 
sort of a nexus between Capitol Hill 
and Capitol Riverfront,” Smith said.

As travelers hurried through Ter- 
minal C at Reagan National Air- 
port one day last week, something 
unusual caught their attention, 
prompting a mix of confusion and 
amusement.

Corey Olsen had a lot to say about J.R.R. 
Tolkien. But it seemed a pity to consign 
his thoughts to a scholarlyjoumal, to be 
read by a few hundred fellow academ- 
ics who already knew enough about the 
author of “The Lord of the Rings.” 

So, in spring 2007, the Washington 
College professor took his scholarship 
public, with a podcast called “How to 
Read Tolkien and Why” and a website 
called the Tolkien Professor. 

A million down- 
loads later, Olsen is 
one of the most popular 
medievalists in Amer- 
ica. His unusual path 
to success — a smartly 
^ , , branded website and a 

iTunes, where legion of iTUnes listen- 
he's a very popu" marks an alter- 

la r d ra w. native to the publish- 

or-perish tradition of 

scholarship on the tenure track. 

“Instead of spending all my time 
doing scholarly publishing, which we’re 
told to do — which most people will 
never read — I basically decided to put 
myself out to the public,” Olsen said. 

It remains to be seen whether aca- 
demia will reward Olsen or punish him 
for breaking out of his scholarly track. 
When it comes to building resumes and 
courting full professorships, podcasts 
don’t typically count.

The bookish son of a New 
Hampshire construction worker, Olsen 
read “The Hobbit” at age 8 and was a 
self-professed expert on “The Lord of 
the Rings” by seventh grade. 

As an undergraduate at Williams 
College in Massachusetts, Olsen took 
“every medieval thing that they offered” 
and later earned a doctorate in medieval 
literature at Columbia. 

He proved an immediate hit at 
Washington College, a small liberal arts 
school in Chestertown, Md, winning the 
school’s top teaching award in 2007. 

Olsen’s website garnered lithe traffic 
until 2009, when he uploaded his intro- 
ductory lecture to iTunes. He’s put up 
78 more podcasts since. 

Olsen communes with his growing 
fan base in periodic Skype call-in ses- 
sions and on his Facebook page. The 
questions never cease: Do elves farm? 
What do ores eat? Could any living 
author write a worthy sequel? 

Naturally, Olsen knows all sorts of 
arcana about Tolkien and hobbits. He 
likes to note, for instance, that the One 
Ring of power and its corruptive influ- 
ence weren’t in the 1937 first edition of 
“The Hobbit.” “GoUum and Bilbo end up 
shaking hands and waving,” he chuck- 
led.

(Don’t) Put Down Roots 


Roast or mash turnips, 
parsnips and pals from 
dreaded to delicious 


Vegetables 

Pity the parsnip. The root vegetable — 
and its equally maligned, grown-below- 
ground cousins celery root (aka celeri- 
ac), turnips and rutabagas — could be 
called the nerds of the produce aisle. 
Yes, they can taste earthy and sweet, 
especially now, when they’re among 
the only fresh things at the market. But 
many people have memories of over- 
boiled, overly bitter root veggies from 
childhood. And like butter on a carrot, 
the rep sticks. One anonymous quote 
says, “Never eat rutabaga on any day 
of the week that has a ‘y’ in h •” 

Still, spurred by the locavore move- 
ment and the winter veggies’ versatile, 
starchy profile, chefs and home cooks 
are cozying up to these homey, often 
homely lower extremities. 

To fans, rutabagas can taste richer 
than any potato; turnips have a pleas- 
ant tang; and woodsy, herbaceous celery 
root makes a classic French coleslaw- 
like dish when grated and mixed with 
mayo, mustard and lemon juice. The 
latter “does have a strong taste,” says 


British food writer Diana Henry, author 
of “Plenty” ($30, Mitchell Beazley). “It’s 
best to mix it with something.” 

“Root vegetables can be intimidat- 
ing because of that inherent bitterness,” 
says Antonio Burrell, chef de cuisine at 
Masa 14 (1825 14th St. NW; 202-328- 
1414). “But if you blanche them before 
cooking them and put a little sugar in, 
that gives them a nice sweet- 
ness.” Burrell serves pureed 
parsnips under Waygu 
beef medallions at the 
restaurant. 

It helps to think 
of the carrot and the 
potato, those below- 
surface MVPs, when 
figuring out what to 
do with other root veg- 
etables. Because of their ^ 

high starch content, roots roast 
well. “Cut parsnips and turnips into 
pieces of the same size, then roast 
them at 375 for 30 minutes or so,” 
says chef Tony Chittum of Vermillion 
(1120 King St., Alexandria; 703-684- 
9669), whose winter vegetable salad 
at the restaurant uses baby turnips, 
beets and radishes. 

Any recipe that requires a hash or 
grated cut suits root vegetables; think 
dim sum-inspired turnip latkes or a

rutabaga-gruyere gratin. “It’s good 
to makes them quite buttery,” Henry 
says. “Season them well, and root veg 
can become luxurious, especially if you 
add cream or blue cheese.” 

Turnips, parsnips and rutabagas 
can also go into mash-ups and purees, 
whether on their own or in combina- 
tion. Simply peel them and cut them 
into large chunks as you would 
spuds, then boil until ten- 
der and mash or whirl 
in a food processor. 
Just know that ruta- 
bagas take a bit lon- 
ger to cook than other 
roots, so boil or parboil 
them for 10 or 15 extra 
minutes. Root vegetables 
also add body and flavor 
^ to wintry soups. 

Still, when preparing these sea- 
sonal stars, “don’t just plonk them in 
water and boil ever34hing out of them,” 
Henry says. “Cook them in stock and 
add a little sugar, and you’ll have some- 
thing entirely different and good.” 

And if anyone disdains your new 
fave foods, remind them that ancient 
Greeks claimed a mix of parsnips, tur- 
nips and acorns amounted to natural 
Viagra. That’s mighty sexy for a spurned
